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Koeman:

RONALD Koeman said it was 
“difficult to accept” Saints’ 2-1 
defeat to Stoke. 

Koeman, pictured above, felt 
his side were good value for at 
least a point at the Britannia 
Stadium but saw Saints come 
away with nothing. 

Morgan Schneiderlin gave 
Saints the lead but goals from 
Marne Biram Diouf and Charlie 
Adam turned things around in 
the second half. 

Koeman said: “Of course, some¬ 
times it’s difficult to understand 
and to accept the final result and 
we know football is about details 
but we did enough to get at least 
one point. 

“I think we played very well in 
the first 45 minutes, by far the 
better team, a lot of ball posses¬ 
sion, good movements, some 
good goals, some good chances.

SAINTS fans shouldn’t get too 
hot under the collar if their stars 
don’t get nominated for the big 
awards. 

They are sure to have a host of 
players in various teams of the 
season, but the truth is that the 
major individual honours are 
almost always reserved for play¬ 
ers from what are traditionally 
seen as the glamour clubs. 

The PFA Awards nominations 
were a proof in point. Saints have 


the best defensive record in the 
Premier League, with Jose Fonte 
and Toby Alderweireld particular¬ 
ly outstanding. 

Yet, of course, neither made the 
shortlist for player of the year.

But they kept matters in their own hands 
in this early kick-off, live on BT Sport, mak¬ 
ing it a trio of victories in front of the tele¬ 
vision cameras this term.

per was alert to deal with any danger that 
did get to him.

Claridge: I 
won’t be 
applying for 
Pompey job 


STEVE Claridge has reassured 
fans of Salisbury FC that he is 
relishing the challenge in store 
and has dismissed a switch to 
his hometown club Portsmouth. 

The already-committed 
Salisbury FC boss, who has a 20 
per cent stake in the phoenix 
club, insists he won’t be apply¬ 
ing for the vacant job at Fratton 
Park, writes Joel Holt. 

Alarmed fans were unsure of 
Claridge’s future with the Whites 
after he told BBC Radio Solent 
on Monday “I’d do the job in a 
heartbeat” and “it’s something 
I’ve always wanted to do”. 

But the 49-year-old, pictured 
below, now says he has no 
desire to succeed Andy Awford 
in the hotseat at the club he 
scored 34 times for between 
1998/2001. 


Setting the record straight, in 
an exclusive interview with The 
Pink’s sister paper The 
(Salisbury) Journal, he said: 
“When I said I’d take it in a 
heartbeat, I didn’t mean now.” 

“I won’t be applying for the 
Pompey job.” 

“I’m quite excited about what’s 
going on at Salisbury as we 
have something 
good happening. 

“It’s a fantastic 
club which 
needs football. 

I’m confident s 
that there will be < X// > 
football played next 
season. 

“I’m really enjoying it now and 
looking forward to getting going 
as it’s been a long road.” 

Claridge currently spends his 
Saturdays summarising on BBC 
Radio 5 Live and being a pundit 
on Football League Show. 

He says that will have to stop 
next season when he takes 
charge of the newly-formed 
Whites. 

“Even I cannot be in two 
places at once,” joked Claridge. 

“Managing the friendly against 
Shrewton United in my first 
competitive game in charge was 
a better experience than I’ve 
ever had sat in a studio.” 

“We all want to do run this 
club properly and are not going 
to be stupid. 

“There is no doubt we can 
make this work.” 

Claridge bought the assets of 
the old Whites - Salisbury City 
FC - alongside Ian Ridley, David 
Phillips, Jeremy Harwood and 
Graeme Mundy in December. 

The consortium are still waiting 
to hear what league they will be 
posted into and expect to hear 
from the FA in the next week or 


Claridge, a former Leicester

Mostyn has revealed 
Cherries officials are 
holding fire on a deci¬ 
sion as to whether the 
club should increase 
capacity at Dean 
Court until the end of 
the season. 

Mostyn, below, has 
also quashed rumours 
of a possible ground- 
share and dismissed 
suggestions Cherries 
would be prevented 
from going up due to 
the size of the 
Goldsands Stadium, 
writes Neil Perrett. 

Cherries were one 
point behind leaders 
Middlesbrough with a 
game in hand ahead 
of today’s sell-out 
with Sheffield 
Wednesday and atten¬ 
dances have risen in 
line with the team’s 
on-field fortunes. 

But while facilitat¬ 
ing bigger crowds 
would 
appear 
to be an 
obvi¬ 
ous 
solu¬ 
tion, 

Mostyn 
says 
careful 
consideration 
needs to be given to 
the logistics and 
financial benefits of 
adding extra seats. 

He told the Daily 
Echo: “At this 
moment in time, no 
final decision has 
been made regarding 
the possibility of 
increasing the capaci¬ 
ty. The dynamics 
could change quite 
dramatically if we 
were to add extra 
seating and there are 
a number of factors to 
consider. 

“We have to be 
mindful of the fact 
that all away clubs 
are entitled to 10 per 
cent of the overall 
allocation and there 
could be issues 
regarding segregation 
if the capacity were to 
increase. 

“At present, the 
manager’s desire is to 
have home supporters 
in the South Stand 
and that may have to 
change due to the lim¬ 
ited allocation in the 
segregated area in the 
East Stand. If capacity 
were to increase, we 
would have to house 
away supporters else¬ 
where, probably in 
the South Stand.

“That is one con¬ 
sideration. We also 
have to weigh up 
the advantages and 
disadvantages of 
investing in addi¬ 
tional seating com¬ 
pared with how 
much revenue it 
would generate. 

Our attendances 
have been excellent 
in recent weeks but 
we also must 
remember that not 
every game this sea¬ 
son has been a sell¬ 
out.” 

Mostyn said anoth¬ 
er key factor in 
delaying a decision 
was due to the 
board’s desire to 
wait until the con¬ 
clusion of the sea¬ 
son, with strict 
rules applying to 
clubs staging 
Premier League 
games. 

He added: “The 
things we have to 
be mindful of are 
all related to media 
and television. We 
are well advanced 
in our thinking as 
to how the ground 
would have to take 
shape but every¬ 
thing is dependent 
on the final three 
games of the season. 

“Grounds staging 
Premier League 
football must meet 
certain criteria on a 
number of different 
aspects, including 
hard wiring all 
media areas and 
improving the flood¬ 
lights for broadcast 
purposes. For 
instance, if we were 
fortunate enough to 
go up, we would 
have to make provi¬ 
sion for up to 100 
press seats, but 
these are all 
requirements we 
could meet.” 

Asked whether 
there was any truth 
in rumours of a 
groundshare or 
Cherries being 
blocked from going 
up due to the capaci¬ 
ty at Dean Court, 
Mostyn said: “I can 
give a categorical no 
to both. No official 
from this club has 
made a statement or 
even given consider¬ 
ation to a possible 
ground-share. 

“I can understand 
why there is an ele¬ 
ment of speculation 
about the second 
rumour because 
there used to be 
rules where a mini¬ 
mum number of 
seats were required 
in stadia hosting 
Premier League 
football but that is 
no longer the case. 

“Finally, I can cate¬

Carver focus 
on results 


NEWCASTLE head coach John 
Carver is looking for results rather 
than performances as he attempts 
to halt the club's alarming slide. 

The Magpies go into Sunday’s 
clash with Saints’ Euro rivals, 
Tottenham, at St James’ Park on 
the back of five successive Barclays 
Premier League defeats and in dan¬ 
ger of slipping from the relative 
comfort of mid-table to the fringes 
of the scrap for top-flight survival. 

In the circumstances, Carver 
needs points to ease 
the mounting pres¬ 
sure as Spurs and

Tyneside, and he 
does not care 
how they come. 

He said: “They 
are two home 
games that are mas¬ 
sive for us. There’s no doubt about 
it - we are looking for results by 
hook or by crook. 

“If I cast my mind back to Arsenal, 
we performed quite well without 
winning. Now it is all about winning, 
not about how we perform. It’s 
about the results. 

“It is encouraging that we have 
four at home and two away, but we 
have to start winning now.” 

Newcastle have not collected a 
single point since they defeated 
Aston Villa at St James’ on February 
28, and that has left them in 13th 
place in the table, nine points clear 
of the drop zone, but not yet 
assured of their Premier League 
status. 

Carver, if not the travelling fans 
who witnessed it, was pleased with 
his team’s response to derby defeat 
in Monday night’s 2-0 reverse at 
Liverpool, and with skipper Fabricio 
Coloccini back from suspension - 
Moussa Sissoko and Papiss Cisse 
are both still banned - he will hope 
for more on Sunday. 

He said: “It’s a big test for every¬ 
body. We have gone through a 
rough patch and not won in five 
games. It’s down to me to get them 
in the right frame of mind. We can’t 
keep looking over our shoulders 
and relying on other teams. 

“I saw a positive reaction at 
Anfield and for a long time, we 
showed we have good players and 
a good team. I will be looking for 
the same thing in the Spurs and 
Swansea games.” 

Carver’s players may have to con¬ 
tend with a boycott by disgruntled 
fans, but more immediately, the 
threat of in-from Spurs striker Harry 
Kane. 

The head coach said: “He’s been 
outstanding. He deserved to get 
into the England team and it’s great 
to see a young English player doing 
so well. But we have a more rea¬ 
sonable back four and hopefully 
they can stem his flow.”

Rise of the Underdog: My life inside foot¬ 
ball

IF THEY’RE planning to encourage you to 
read further, it’s essential that sporting 
biographies capture your attention with 
either a dramatic or thought-provoking 
opening and pretty soon, you’ve devoured 
half a dozen chapters without realising. 

In an age when, thanks to its 24/7 expo¬ 
sure, football-related tomes account for 
almost half of the sports books published in 
the UK, it’s important that footballing 
biographies, especially if their subject is not 
in the mega-star category, engage with 
their readers ‘early doors’. This simple rule 
of thumb probably explains why one of the 
best footballing autobiographies of 2014 
was written by Roy Race, aka Roy of the 
Rovers. 

Danny Higginbotham would be the first to 
admit that he was no Roy Race. A solid, 
dependable pro, described here by Tony 
Pulis as “fair, honest and uncompromising”, 
Higginbotham was the type of player a 
manager could rely upon to put his body on 
the line without ever thinking this wasn’t 
part of their job. Reading Rise of the 
Underdog reminded me of Domestique, 
written by former cycling professional Tony 
Wegelius, another 
who could be 
relied upon to do 
the heavy shifting, 
complete the hard 
miles. 

By his own 
admission, 

Higginbotham, who 
comes across as 
the least materialis¬ 
tic footballer ever, made a good living from 
the game during a career spanning 17 years 
and eight league clubs, one Belgian and 
two non-league clubs, as well as three 
international appearances for Gibraltar. 

Yet he gradually fell out of love with foot¬ 
ball. He didn’t want to and even went part- 
time in the hope that this would rekindle his 
desire to play, but ultimately, he realised he 
had had enough. 

In contrast to many sporting biographies 
that open in a blaze of glory, Higginbotham 
starts his with a tale of loss, relinquishing 
an activity that had been central to his adult 
life. It is this that apprehends the reader’s 
attention, for it’s different, real. 

There’s a moving exchange of text mes¬ 
sages with Michael Duberry when 
Higginbotham asks “how do you know 
when the time’s right [to call it a day]?” The 
former defender replies, wisely: “When your 
effort is more than the satisfaction you’re 
getting back.” 

You don’t need to support any one of the 
sides for whom Higginbotham played to 
enjoy Rise of the Underdog because this is 
the story of a man who made the most of 
his sporting ability and who now under¬ 
stands that there’s more to life than playing 
football.

With no extra-time, Sporting BTC won the 
shoot out 4-3 thanks to two good saves from 
Nathan Parker.

Harry Redknapp (March 2002-Nov 
2004) 

Redknapp’s start to life in the Fratton 
hot-seat was not impressive. 

He picked up only two points in his 
first five games as the club slipped to 
17th at the end of the 2001/02 season. 

From there, though, he began a total 
rebuilding of the Pompey squad that 
was to lead them to the Premier League 
within 12 remarkable months. 

Hayden Foxe, Matthew Taylor, 
Richard Hughes, Arjan De Zeeuw, 
Shaka Hislop, Carl Robinson, Paul 
Merson and Gianluca Festa were all 
signed in the summer of 2002. 

And they were followed by cur¬ 
rent Eastleigh striker Deon 


Burton, Steve 
Stone and Tim 
Sherwood by the 
close of the first 
ever January trans¬ 
fer window in 2003. 
Boosted by those 
high profile signings, 
Pompey romped to 
the title and a return 
to the top flight of 
English football for the 
first time since Ball led 
the club into the old First 
Division in the summer 
of 1987. 

Ahead of Pompey’s first 
Premier League cam¬ 
paign, Redknapp brought 
in another host of big 
names such as Patrik 
y' Berger, Teddy Sheringham 
' and Vincent Pericard. 

Despite all that experience, 
Pompey were still in the relega- 


SAINTS fans might think their 
club has had quite a few perma¬ 
nent managers since the turn of 
the Millennium. 

And they would be right. 

After all, Ronald Koeman was - amaz¬ 
ingly - the 15th permanent boss at the 
club when he was appointed last June. 

He followed in the footsteps of Dave 
Jones - who was in charge for the first few 
weeks of the 21st century - Glenn Hoddle, 
Stuart Gray, Gordon Strachan, Paul 
Sturrock, Steve Wigley, Harry Redknapp, 
George Burley, Nigel Pearson, Jan 
Poortvliet, Mark Wotte, Alan Pardew, 
Nigel Adkins and Mauricio Pochettino. 

Down the M27, though, Portsmouth 
have been doing their best to try and keep 
up with Saints’ managerial revolving 
door saga. 

This week’s decision to sack Andy 
Awford left the club looking for their 14th 
permanent manager since the year 2000. 

Awford was the League 2 Manager of 
the Month as recently as this February, 
but last weekend’s 3-1 loss at Morecambe 
left the 2008 FA Cup winners marooned in 
mid-table mediocrity and facing the 
prospect of travelling to Eastleigh for a 
league game next season. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at Pompey’s 
managerial merry-go-round since the 
turn of the new Millennium. 


Tony Pulis (Jan 2000-Oct 2000) 

Pulis has enjoyed much success in the 
Premier League in recent years. 

After taking Stoke into the top flight in 
2008, he kept them there against the odds. 

And he produced an impressive rescue 
act at Crystal Palace last term after taking 
over at a time when the Eagles were 
favourites for the drop. 

But he wasn’t particularly well liked 
during his short stay on the south coast. 

Pulis was sweet-talked from Bristol City 
to replace ex-Saints boss Alan Ball, whose 
second spell as Pompey boss had ended 
with the sack in December 1999. 

Pulis arrived at Fratton with Pompey in 
the Championship’s drop zone. 

He inspired a revival, winning seven of 
his first 13 games, but the club finished 
18th after fading to win any of their last 
five games. 

Pompey finished below Stockport 
County - a club who have sunk even fur¬ 
ther than they have in recent times - that 
season and only above Crewe and 
Grimsby on goal difference. 

Pulis was unable to oversee much of an 
improvement in 2000/01 and he was 
sacked after just two wins in Pompey’s 
first 11 league games. 

Steve Claridge (Oct 2000-Feb 2001) 

The much-travelled striker had joined 
Pompey as a player in 1998, and was 
promoted to player-manager by 
Mandaric. 

The move was a dismal failure, with 
Claridge only managing five wins in his 23 
league and cup matches before he too was 
relieved of his duties. 

Three of those victories came in his first 
three league games in charge, but he was 
axed as boss after just two more wins in 
his next 19 second tier matches. 


Graham Rix (Feb 2001-March 
2002) 

Mandaric gambled again when he 
appointed former Arsenal and England 
star Rix as Pompey’s third boss of the 
season. 

After giving Claridge his first profes¬ 
sional managerial role, he did likewise 
with a man whose only previous experi¬ 
ence was a two-game caretaker spell 
with Chelsea in September 2000. 

Rix won two of his first three games 
but then failed to win any of his next 
nine. 

That left Pompey staring relegation in 
the face ahead of a last-day home clash 
with Barnsley. 

Current Havant & Waterlooville boss 
Lee Bradbury was on target, though, as 
Pompey’s 3-0 win helped them jump 
above Huddersfield to safety. 

That was a rare bit of joy for Rix, how¬ 
ever. 

Pompey again struggled the following 
season, 2001/02, and he was sacked as 
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great finish to the campaign - winning six 
of the last ten games to stay up. 

Redknapp failed to produce a Great 
Escape at Saints; yet he had now managed 
two in a row just down the M27. 

Redknapp was to enjoy his greatest 
moment as a manager in May 2008 when his 
Pompey side won the FA Cup at Wembley. 

But the following October he had resigned 
his role at the club for a second time, joining 
Tottenham. 


Tony Adams (October 2008-February 
2009) 

Pompey’s decision to promote the former 
England and Arsenal star from his coach¬ 
ing role at Fratton to manager was a dismal 
flop. 

Pompey won just four of his 22 league and 
cup games, ensuring the managerial 
merry-go-round was rotating again four 
months later. 


Paul Hart (February 2009-November 
2009) 

Hart lasted a bit longer than Adams’ 22- 
game spell, but not much longer. 

In all, the former Chesterfield, 
Nottingham Forest and Barnsley boss won 
just nine of his 30 league and cup games in 
charge of Pompey before he went the way 
as most of his predecessors. 

Hart oversaw Pompey losing all of their 
first seven Premier League games of 
2009/10, and he was on his way not long 
after. 


Avram Grant (November 2009- May 
2010) 

Pompey were bottom of the top flight 
when he took over, and just two days into 
the job his side lost 4-1 at home to 
Manchester United. 

Grant only won five of his 24 league 
matches in charge as Pompey ended in the 
same place as they were when he took over 
- in last place. 

They would still have been 20th out of 20 
even if they had not been deducted nine 
points by the Premier League for going into 
administration. 

Against that sort of backdrop, it was some 
achievement for Grant to steer Pompey to 
the FA Cup final, where they lost 1-0 to 
Chelsea having missed a penalty when the 
score was still goalless. 

Steve Cotterill (June 2010-Oct 2011) 

Compared to most of his predecessors, 
Cotterill was a long-serving Pompey boss - 
spending over a year in one of the warmest 
hot-seats in British football. 

He only left Fratton Park to take over as 
manager at Nottingham Forest, after 
Pompey had won just two of their first ten 
Championship games. 

Michael Appleton (November 2011- 
November 2012) 

Portsmouth gave Appleton his first pro¬ 
fessional management job, having only pre¬ 
viously had a short spell as West Bromwich 
Albion’s caretaker. 

It was a baptism of fire, with Pompey 
deducted 10 more points for administra¬ 
tion-related reasons not long after he had 
taken over.

Wigley’s only win from 14 league games 
as Saints head coach, though. 

In his place, sensationally, came 
Redknapp. 

The latter had controversially 
resigned as Pompey boss a few weeks 
earlier after falling out with Mandaric 
following the appointment of Velimir 
Zajec as director of football. 

Velimir Zajec (Nov 2004-April 2005) 

To no-one’s real shock, Zajec was 
appointed in Redknapp’s place. 

Yet Mandaric’s latest gamble didn’t 
work out either. 

Zajec won just five of his 21 games in 
charge before his time was abruptly 
ended five months later. 

Alain Perrin (April 2005- 
November 2005) 

Another Mandaric gamble, given that 
the Frenchman had never managed in 
England before. 

His previous job had ended with the 


sack, at United Arab Emirates club Al- 
Ain. 

It was another gamble that ended in 
failure, Perrin winning just four of his 
21 games. 

One of those was the 4-1 caning of 
Redknapp’s Saints at Fratton Park just 
a few weeks after his appointment. 

By the following November, though, 
he was out on his ear. 

There was a sensational twist to fol¬ 
low .... 

Harry Redknapp (December 2005- 
October 2008) 

Yes, the return of Harry Redknapp. 

After a miserable 12 months at St 
Mary’s, where Redknapp had overseen 
Saints’ relegation from the top flight, he 
was back at Fratton having made up 
with Mandaric. 

The return didn’t look like having a 
happy ending as Pompey were second 
bottom entering early March. 

But, as like 2003/04, they enjoyed a

INTEREST IN BLACKFIELD STAR 


AFTER more than haN cen¬ 
tury in the game, John 
Robson knows a good foot¬ 
baller when he sees one. 

So the Blackfield & Langley 
boss finds it astounding that no 
one from higher up the pyramid 
has picked up on the 
Watersiders’ exciting, young 
right-back Hugh Dathan. 

At just 19 years of age, Dathan 
has been a virtual ever-present 
for the Gang Warily outfit this 
season in the Sydenhams 
Premier Division. 

His rampaging, right-wing 
raids have never failed to catch 
Robson’s eye but, much to the 
manager’s surprise, there are no 
Southern League or Conference 
South clubs queuing for his ser¬ 
vices. 

“Young Hugh is a very good 
prospect and I’m amazed some¬ 
times that clubs don’t look at our 
lads or players at this standard,” 
said Robson. 

“Hugh is well equipped to go up 
one level or even the level after 
that. His pace for a right-back is 
unbelievable. I’ve not seen any¬ 
one quicker - and that includes 
our young winger Danny Young. 

“Hugh can pick the ball up in 
our half, beat four or five players 
and deliver into the 18-yard box. 

“Invariably he doesn’t end up 
shooting, but last Saturday (in a 
4-1 home win over Whitchurch) 
he ran the full length of the field, 
got inside the box and got a shot 
away. It came back off the cen¬ 
tre-half and he got his foot round 
it and put it into the bottom cor¬ 
ner. 

“When a right-back does that, 
you think ‘how did that hap¬ 
pen?’, but young Hugh makes 
those sort of runs as regular as 
clockwork. 

“Let’s face it, good right-backs 
do not usually jump out and bite 
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you. When people talk about 
players, they’re usually looking 
at strikers, midfielders who 
score goals, centre-backs and 
goalkeepers. 

“But I think Hugh is a very, 
very good player and definitely 
worth looking at. The kid has 
been outstanding for us. 

“He’s a good defender, tall and 
slim, but very fit and strong. 
He’s a sensible boy too. I look at 
him and think to myself surely 
he’s worth a look from Havant & 
Waterlooville, Basingstoke or 
even Eastleigh.” 

Asked where Dathan had 
appeared from, Robson said: “He 
just turned up! 

“In fact it was only about four 
weeks ago that I found out he 
and (teammate) Jesse Gould 
come from Lymington. 

“The two of them are always 
the first here and the last to 
leave so I’d always assumed they 
were local Blackfield lads.” 

Dathan’s impressive 24th- 
minute goal against Whitchurch 
was sandwiched between two 
first-half strikes from Gould, 
who started in place of Dan 
Munday who had turned an 
ankle in the warm-up. 

Basingstoke Town youngster 
McCauley Stubbs hit back for 
the Jam Boys before Ekow 
Elliott came off the bench to net 
Blackfield’s fourth deep in stop¬ 
page time as the Watersiders 
leapfrogged their visitors into 
fifth spot. 

“It looked a good result on 
paper and it was a good result,” 
said Robson, whose side also had 
a penalty saved. 

“For once, we got at 
Whitchurch straight away.”

Robson’s plan falling on deaf ears...

JOHN Robson is disappoint¬ 
ed that his plan to discuss 
ways of improving football - 
on and off the pitch - has 
so far fallen on deaf ears. 

The vastly experienced 
Blackfield & Langley man¬ 
ager has written to well 
over 20 Sydenhams League 
clubs offering to host a 
series of open forums to 
discuss the problems plagu¬ 
ing the modern game - and 
how to cure them. 

But with more than a fort¬ 
night passed since his let¬ 
ters went out, Robson has 
yet to get a single reply. 


“It’s quite disappointing,” 
he said. 

“I hand-wrote the letters 
rather than printed them off, 
but I’ve not had one return 
yet. 

“I recently attended a 
Southampton Referees’ 
Association meeting at St 
Mary’s and got superb feed¬ 
back as guest speaker. 

“There were 50 referees 
there and 12-14 young lads 
training to be referees. 

“I told them I’d written to 
clubs in the Wessex 
League and they were bril¬ 
liant about it. They called 


it a crusade. 

“I wanted to set up a 
meeting at every club invit¬ 
ing chairmen, managers, 
referees etc to come along 
and I was hoping that now 
would a good time to 
organise it leading up to the 
end of the season. 

“Referees are on a hiding 
to nothing these days and I 
wanted to talk about how 
we can change that. It’s 
also a chance to ask club 
chairmen and directors how 
we can make things better 
for clubs on the financial 
side.” 


With 54 years of football 
behind him, including time 
travelling Europe with the 
Army and Combined 
Services teams, Robson has 
stocked up a wealth of 
knowledge with clubs like 
St Johnstone, Waterlooville, 
Worthing, Gosport, AFC 
Totton and Winchester City. 

He cares so passionately 
about the game that he is 
willing to undertake this 
project off his own bat. 

“I’m not looking to make 
any financial gain from it,” 
he stressed. “I would 
finance it myself.”

TOTTON & Eling are desper¬ 
ate to win their fight for 
Sydenhams Premier sur¬ 
vival. 

Not only would they love to 
stay part of a division that could 
possibly contain the likes of 
Salisbury and Bashley next sea¬ 
son, but it would inspire their 
‘old guard’ to stay on. 

Heading into today’s penulti¬ 
mate game at home to Verwood 
Town, the Millers future was 
firmly in the balance, sitting four 
points adrift of third-to-bottom 
Christchurch and two clear of 
rock-bottom Fareham who have 
a game in hand. 

Given that there have only 
been 21 teams in the league this 
season and that there is bound to 
be some to-ing and fro-ing with 
the Southern/Ryman League, 
T&E are hopeful that as long as 
they steer clear of bottom spot 
there will still be some hope of 
staying up - even if they don’t 
catch Christchurch. 

“How many times have we seen 
it in the Wessex League that they 
only relegate the bottom side?” 
said chairman/co-manager 
Andy Tipp. 

“Christchurch are favourites to 
get out of it, but it’s so important 
for us not to finish bottom. 

“Obviously we’ve got to win 
our last two before we can even 
think about staying up, but the 
nice thing for us is that the play¬ 
ers are excited about having 
something to play for. 

“A lot of the old boys who have 
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come back to help us out have 
said they would stay another sea¬ 
son if we’re still in the Premier 
Division. 

“They enjoy playing this level 
of football and they’re far more 
likely to stay on another year if 
we’re still in this league. 

“It could be a really good divi¬ 
sion next season if Bashley come 
down and Salisbury come in and 
that would be a big incentive for 
players to stay.” 

The Millers could have made 
life easier for themselves by 
gaining a positive result at 
Winchester City last Saturday, 
but there was to be no repeat of 
February’s shock 1-0 victory 
over Paul Masters’s men at Little 
Testwood Farm. 

They were beaten 3-0 and 
Christchurch gave them an extra 
kick in the teeth by digging out a 
late equaliser at Hamworthy. 

“We were gutted,” admitted 
Tipp. “We’d been looking on 
Twitter for updates from the 
Christchurch game and we knew 
they were 1-0 down, so it was dire 
when they equalised. 

“We weren’t banking on beat¬ 
ing Winchester but, that said, we 
genuinely went there thinking 
we could do it after we’d beaten 
them at our place. The 3-0 score¬ 
line flattered them massively 
but, unfortunately for us, their 
finishing was better than ours on 


the day.” 

Zach Glasspool gave 
Winchester an early lead before 
both sides were reduced to ten 
men after T&E’s Connor Hoare 
and City’s Micky Hubbard had 
been sent off. 

“We played (ex-Saint) Jo 
Tessem at the back and he did 
really well,” said Tipp. “Warren 
Bentley didn’t get a sniff for 75 
minutes, but then he had two 
chances and scored two goals. 
Until then, I thought the teams 
were very evenly matched.” 

Winchester’s director of foot¬ 
ball Dave Malone would like to 
see T&E win their survival fight. 

“They were half decent, hard to 
beat and hundreds better than 
some of the other sides down 
near the bottom,” he said. 

“It would be a shame to see 
them go down when they’ve had 
so much adversity to fight 
against. 

“I admire Andy Tipp and Jo 
Tessem. They don’t have to do it, 
do they?” 

Although the Little Testwood 
Farm lease issue has still to be 
resolved, Tipp is certain senior 
football will continue there next 
season. 

“We’re having a meeting with 
Totton & Eling Town Council to 
clarify the position but there will 
be a senior men’s team playing,” 
he said. “There are two under-18 
sides who will be going into 
men’s football and the Totton & 
Eling youth side are passionate 
about keeping men’s football 
going.”

Wateridge believes Team 
Solent’s PFA contingent 
are key to the squad’s 
success. 

“In addition to their 
experience of playing at a 
professional level, their 
ability has definitely

Tom Killick’s troops ended a 
four-game winless run courtesy of 
a goal in each half from Tom 
Whelan and ex-Eastleigh and AFC 
Totton marksman Richard 
Gillespie. 

Victory meant the promotion- 
hungry Dolphins moved to within 
one point of table-toppers Corby 
Town with a game in hand. 

And, going into the penultimate 
weekend of the season today, the 
prospect of an effective final-day 
promotion play-off with the 
Steelmen at Tatnam next 
Saturday still loomed large. 


Poole made an explosive start 
against the Puritans with 
Gillespie hitting the upright 
before Luke Burbidge set up 
Whelan to drill home on eight 
minutes. 

The crucial second goal arrived 
nine minutes after the break with 
Burbridge again the creator. He 
embarked on a mazy run before 
playing in ‘Mr Goals’ Gillespie, 
who slotted calmly into the right 
corner. 

Banbury rarely threatened and, 
when they did, substitute 
Nathaniel Lewars headed over in 
stoppage time. 

It was a much-needed result for 
Poole who had suffered three 
straight defeats to Chippenham, 
Dorchester and Cirencester 


before getting a welcome point on 
the board last Saturday with a 2-2 
draw against Hitchin. 

Speaking ahead of the Banbury 
game, manager Killick admitted: 
“It’s the worst run of results we’ve 
had for as long as I can remember 
and it’s hard for me and the play¬ 
ers to deal with. 

“But there’s no point sulking 
and feeling sorry for ourselves 
because we haven’t really got time 
for that. There is still everything 
to play for. 

“I know people don’t want to 
hear this, but if we had lost the 
first three games of the season 
and then got ourselves in this 
position, everyone would say how 
well we’d done. You have got to 
look at the season as a whole.”

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T raynor’s 
happy 
Hammers 
on a roll 

HAMWORTHY United boss Shane 
Traynor says “happiness is key” 
to his confident, new-look side. 

The much-changed Hammers 
have accumulated an impressive 
24 points from their last 13 
Sydenhams Premier matches and 
are already targeting a top-eight 
finish next season. 

“We’re playing well at the 
moment and I put that down to the 
confidence we have in the play¬ 
ers,” Traynor explained. 

“The lads we have promoted 
from the reserves know the sys¬ 
tem we like to play which makes 
the jump that bit easier for them. 

“Happiness is key as well. You 
get the best out of players, partic¬ 
ularly the young ones, when they 
are happy and if we can give them 
a positive vibe that often reflects 
on the pitch.” 

Traynor, who spent two-and-a- 
half years as a youth coach at AFC 
Bournemouth, was appointed 
Hamworthy’s reserve team man¬ 
ager at the start of this season. 

He landed the first-team job in 
mid-January, aged 36, having 
impressed in caretaker charge fol¬ 
lowing the departure of Stewart 
Kearn. 

Looking ahead to the 2015/16 
campaign, Traynor said: “I want 
to try and keep together the nucle¬ 
us of the side, there is no two ways 
about that. We are looking at the 
possibility of one or two additions 
but, in general, we feel the talent 
is there. 

“If we could finish in or around 
the top eight, I would be happy. 

“At the minute it is still a learn¬ 
ing process with the players nail¬ 
ing down how we want to play. 
But hopefully we can carry for¬ 
ward some momentum.” 

Last Saturday the Hammers 
took an early lead against relega¬ 
tion-battling Christchurch, but 
had to content themselves with a 
1-1 home draw. 

Sam Carr, who was later 
stretchered off with a suspected 
broken ankle, fired in an oppor¬ 
tunist opener which was cancelled 
out by a last-gasp Joe Wood lev¬ 
eller for Priory. 

Hamworthy were not at their 
best, but Traynor said: “The posi¬ 
tive thing was that we didn’t lose 
the game and we highlighted that 
afterwards. 

“If you’re not playing well, mak¬ 
ing sure you get a point is the next 
best thing. The way we battled 
was encouraging.” 


MORE NON-LEAGUE COVERAGE IN MONDAY’S DAILY ECHO 
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McManus hits out 

BROCKENHURST boss Pat 
McManus has hit out at card- 
happy Sydenhams Wessex 
League referees, claiming they 
are “killing clubs” with needless 
bookings. 

The joy of Wednesday’s 4-2 win 
over Horndean, which ended a 
seven-match losing streak for 
the Badgers, was diluted by a 
raft of yellow cards dished out 
to both sides. 

The game had barely started 
when the Deans had their first 
player booked and McManus 
fumed: “There must have been 
about nine yellow cards and not 
one should have been a book¬ 
ing, not one. 

“I just don’t think referees 
understand the ramifications of 
their actions. 

“On Wednesday one of the 
Hondean lads has been booked 
in the first minute and it was 
never, ever a yellow card, in fact 
it was debatable whether it was 
even a foul. 

“Everyone just looked at each 
other and thought: ‘Really?’ 

“It sets the tone for night. If 
he’s going to book someone for 
that, where does he go from 
there? Players are frightened to 
death to go shoulder-to-shoul- 
der or to clip someone because 
any little thing could get them 
booked. 

“Referees are booking players 
for the most innocuous things 
and they don’t understand that 
the majority of clubs can’t afford 
to go through the disciplinary 
threshold. 

“I’m not talking about bookings 
for dissent or misconduct, no 
manager condones that, but not 
every foul has to be a yellow 
card. Yet that’s what referees 
are doing - especially the ones 
being assessed. 

“I believe they’ve been watch¬ 
ing too much Premier League, 
running round giving little 
thumbs up to their linesmen. It’s 
ridiculous.”

PETERSFIELD Town’s unexpect¬ 
ed 2014/15 title success gives 
hope to all the little fish in the 
Sydenhams Premier Division 
pond. 

That’s the belief of Rams vice-chair¬ 
man Graeme Moir who wants the 
league’s less prominent clubs to be 
inspired by the fairytale achievement 
of the lads from Love Lane, writes 
WENDYGEE 

When The Sports Pink asked man¬ 
agers their thoughts on potential 
champions last summer, a whopping 
14 out of 21 tipped three-time league 
winners Winchester City for the title 
with the rest of the votes shared 
between Newport IoW, Blackfield & 
Langley and AFC Portchester. 

Several felt Petersfield, fresh up as 
Sydenhams One champions, would 
make an impact as new kids on the 
block, but no one truly believed they 
had the strength in depth to claim 
back-to-back titles. 

How wrong could they be! 

Under the guidance of Army man 
Ian Saunders, the Rams have gone 
about their task with military preci¬ 
sion, losing only two games en route 
to the Wessex crown. 

“Hopefully this has enlivened the 
Wessex League a bit,” said Moir. 

“Everyone thought Winchester 
would walk it, but I’d like to think 
we’ve given all the other clubs hope 
and they’ll be thinking: ‘If they can do 
it, so can we.’ 

“A lot of what we’ve achieved has 
been built on pure belief. 

“We’ve not come out and made big 
claims about being champions elect 
and we’ve sent no messages out there 
that could have come back to bite us 
on the backside. 

“I hope other clubs will look at us 
and think that if you can get the right 
team off the pitch and the right play¬ 
ers on it, anything is possible.” 

With Step 4 ground grading in the 
bag, Petersfield must wait until next 
month to discover what league they 
will be allocated to. 

There has been talk about them 
favouring the Isthmian (Ryman) 
route that their predecessors 
Petersfield United took in the 
1980s/90s. 

But Moir said: “I don’t think we 
really mind whether it’s Southern 
League or Isthmian. We’re just happy 
to be there. 

“John Ward from the FA spoke at a 
Wessex League meeting and wouldn’t 
be drawn on where teams are going, 
but he said there could be a lot of lat¬ 
eral movement. 

“As a club, we’ve moved very 
quickly and we’ve got a lot of work to 
do now to establish ourselves at the 
next level.

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“With the number of volunteers 
we’ve got at the moment we’re 
stretched everywhere and when you 
go to places like Havant and see all

Petersfield’s new-found Wessex 
fame can only help in that respect. 

“The reputation of the club has 
grown this season and people have 
come back who haven’t been around 


since we were a 1990s Isthmian club,” 
said Moir. 

“We’ve been swamped with mes¬ 
sages of goodwill and it’s up to us 
now to garner that support and use it 
to set ourselves up as a Step 4 club.” 


Full impact of achievement sinks in 


IT WAS only when the celebrations had 
died down and he had a quiet moment 
to reflect in the Love Lane clubhouse 
that the full impact of Petersfield Town’s 
achievement hit home to Graeme Moir. 

The Rams vice-chairman had the 
Sydenhams Premier championship tro¬ 
phy for company and it was while 
perusing the list of previous winners 
that he realised what prestigious foot¬ 
steps Town had followed in. 

“To get here from we’ve come from, 
mid-table in Division One, is just incred¬ 
ible,” he said. 


“I sat in the bar afterwards and was 
looking at the list of winners on the 
base of the trophy and that’s when it 
sunk in. 

“You look at names like Eastleigh and 
Havant and think ‘Crikey, these clubs 
were exactly where we are now ten or 
15 years ago.’ 

“We’re not running away with our¬ 
selves because it’s when we’ve played 
clubs from a couple of leagues higher 
like Farnborough in the Hampshire 
Senior Cup, Gosport in the Russell 
Cotes Cup and Havant the other night 


in the Portsmouth Senior Cup, that 
we’ve come unstuck and you can tell 
the gap in quality. We’ve competed 
with them, but one mistake costs you. 

“But it’s been an amazing couple of 
seasons at Petersfield. Looking through 
the records, we’re the first club to win 
back-to-back Wessex One and Premier 
Division titles. 

“I work for the local paper here (editor 
of The Petersfield Post) and I was think¬ 
ing to myself ‘how on earth do I put this 
into words?”’ 

Petersfield put up a good fight for the 


Portsmouth Senior Cup at Westleigh 
Park on Monday, but were beaten 4-2 
by their Conference South neighbours. 

Trailing to first-half goals from JJ 
Hooper and Jake Gayle, they fought 
back to 2-2 through Andy Todd and 
Mike McEnery only for the young 
Hawks to strike again courtesy of Liam 
Kimber and Gayle. 

The Rams have another chance of sil¬ 
verware on Monday, May 4, when they 
face local rivals AFC Portchester in the 
Sydenhams League Cup final at Wicor 
Rec (3pm).

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As a result, they were relegated to the third 
tier of English football - for the first time since 
1983 - at the end of the 2011/12 season. 

Pompey would have stayed up had they not 
had the ten points deducted. 

Appleton left to take over at Championship 
club Blackpool in November 2012, after win¬ 
ning just five of his first 16 League 1 games that 
season. 

Guy Whittingham (November 2012- 
November 2013) 

Former Fratton Park strike star 
Whittingham was a popular appointment to 
replace Appleton, even though he had no real 
professional management experience. 



Again, he endured a baptism of fire. 

Not only did Pompey have 10 points deducted 
for a second season running due to adminis¬ 
tration-related difficulties, Whittingham lost 
12 of his first 15 League 1 games. 

In fact, he didn’t win any of his first 19 match¬ 
es, as Pompey suffered a third relegation in 
four nightmare seasons to slide into the fourth 
tier for the first time since 1980. 

Whittingham was sacked in November 2013 
after Pompey had won just five of their first 16 
League 2 games of the season. 

Andy Awford (March 2013-April 2014) 

Awford was, like Whittingham, well known 
to the Fratton Park faithful, having played 
over 300 games for the club between 1989-2000 
before having to retire due to a knee injury. 

He was appointed caretaker manager on 
March 27 2013, two days after a miserable 3-0 
loss at Rochdale had left Pompey third bottom 
of the Football League. 

The club had sunk to within a place of the 
fourth tier relegation zone less than four years 
after dropping out of the Premier League. 

It was the lowest the club had found them¬ 
selves since the second game of the 1978/79 sea¬ 
son, when two straight losses had seen them 
fall to 23rd. 



The dismal loss at Rochdale had extended 
Pompey’s run to only five wins in their previ¬ 
ous 26 League 2 games - three of which (two 
draws and a loss) had been under Awford’s 
first caretaker stint. 

Remarkably, though, Pompey reeled off five 
successive victories in Awford’s first five 
games back in charge - three of them away 
from Fratton. 

He ended with a seven-game unbeaten run - 
a 4-4 draw at Bury followed by a 3-3 home draw 
with Plymouth, the latter featuring a Danny 
Hollands hat-trick - as Pompey finished 13th. 

Unsurprisingly, given the impressive finish 
to the season, Awford was quickly appointed 
Pompey’s 13th different permanent manager of 
the 21st century. 

Hopes were high that Pompey would sustain 
a promotion challenge this term, but it never 
happened. 

And last weekend’s loss at Morecambe was 
the final straw for the board. 



Newmarket is the 
target for Secret 

DAVID Barron hopes to run Pearl 
Secret in the Palace House Stakes 
at Newmarket’s Guineas meeting. 

The speedy six-year-old only 
managed one win last season in 
the Beverley Bullet but he was 
only narrowly beaten in the 
Temple Stakes and was not beat¬ 
en far in the Haydock Sprint Cup. 

However, the caveat as always 
for the Qatar Racing-owned 
chestnut will be the need for some 
cut in the ground. 

“He’ll have an entry in the 
Palace House,” Barron said. 

“We’ll just have to hope for 
some decent ground to be able to 
run him. 

“I don’t think he actually needs 
it very soft and if it’s reasonably 
OK we’d like to run. 

“We just have to take him as he 
is, but he’s a very good horse on 
his day.” 


Harrington fined 
at Tipperary 

JESSICA Harrington was fined 
1,000 euros and jockey Mark 
Bolger suspended for seven days 
after the running and riding of 
High Tail It in the Tipperary 
Races Supporters Club Maiden 
Hurdle. 

Sent off at 14-1, the four-year- 
old raced towards the rear in the 
early stages before making late 
progress to be beaten four and 
three-quarter lengths in second 
behind the winner Voisey’s Bay. 

The stewards heard evidence 
from Bolger and Harrington, who 
expressed her satisfaction with 
the ride on the horse’s first run, 
stating he is a chaser in the mak¬ 
ing who will benefit from a step 
up in trip in time, as well as the 
on-course veterinary officer, who 
concluded High Tail It was post¬ 
race normal. 

Having heard the evidence and 
studied film of the race, the offi¬ 
cials concluded that both trainer 
and jockey were in breach of 
Rule 212, with the JP McManus- 
owned horse also banned from 
running for 42 days. 


MICK Channon is happy to let 
Malabar head straight to the 
Qipco 1000 Guineas without 
the aid of a prep run. 

The Raven’s Pass filly kept some 
top company last season, finishing 
a close fourth in the Moyglare Stud 
Stakes behind Cursory Glance and 
filling the same spot in the Prix 
Marcel Boussac. 

A Group Three winner already, 


Channon feels his group of fillies 
are much further forward than 
they have been in the past, hence 
he does not feel the need to run in 
one of the trials. 

“She’ll go straight to the 
Guineas,” said ex-Saints star 
Channon, pictured above. 

“She could be a mile-and-a-quar- 
ter filly, she’s in the French (Oaks), 
she’s in everything. 

“All options are open with her 
really. 


“She's done very well over the 
winter and I think she’s quite for¬ 
ward - all the fillies are. We’ve had 
a pretty good run, lots of sun has 
helped, even though it’s been cold. 

“I think they are as forward as 
I’ve ever known them at West 
Ilsley. Dick Hern always used to 
say to me ‘you’ll be three weeks 
behind everyone else’ and I didn’t 
believe him when I first went 
there, but over the last 15 years 
I’ve realised he was right.”

RUSSBOROUGH finally got off the 
mark for Venetia Williams last 
month and now his confidence is 
riding high, he can make it a quick- 
fire double in the Bet totequadpot 
Handicap Chase at Stratford. 

Trained in France in the early days of 
his career, Russborough made his first 
start for Williams last March, graduat¬ 
ing from a couple of hurdles outings to 
the switch up to fences this term. 

He initially showed some promise in a 
couple of runs at Catterick, finishing 
third and second, but the wheels then 
came off as he was pulled up on his next 
two starts, although he had valid excus¬ 
es on both occasions. 

Williams was not deterred and her per¬ 
sistence paid off as Russborough put all 
the pieces together to run out a length- 
and-a-quarter winner at Exeter, turning 
in a competent round of jumping to 
spring a minor surprise. 

The handicapper has raised him 31b for 
that success which could prove gener¬ 
ous given the runner-up has subse¬ 
quently won a race himself. 

Moorlands George did not enjoy the best 
of fortune last time but perhaps his 
moment can come in the totepool Racing’s 
Biggest Supporter Handicap Chase. 


Eight starts under Rules have yielded 
little joy for Jeremy Scott’s charge but 
he certainly appears to show more 
promise over fences than hurdles, as 
evidenced by his recent third at 
Exeter. 

His jumping improved as the race went 
on that day, despite getting a bit of a 
bump at one stage, and he narrowly 
failed to hold on to second, going down 
by just under two lengths. 

Moorlands George can be rated mar¬ 
ginally better than that effort, though, 
as he lost a couple of shoes in running 
and can be on the premises again here. 

Whatdoesthefoxsay is the pick in the 
Bet toteexacta Mares' Handicap Hurdle 
as she tries to continue her admirable 
record. 

Donald McCain’s charge has been 
ultra consistent during her career, not 
finishing out of the first two in each of 
her seven starts, totalling three wins. 

McCain kept her busy throughout last 
summer and then gave her a bit of a 
break in the deep winter months, with a 
couple of runs in February and March 
yielding second places. 

She has shown her best on quicker 
ground, so the recent spell of decent 
weather puts Whatdoesthefoxsay right 
in the frame. 

Sir Valentino came to grief last time 


out but can make amends in the 
Bathwick Tyres Handicap Chase at 
Wincanton. 

He appeared to have finally found his 
stride when winning at Ludlow in 
January but that high was shortlived as 
he came unstuck at Musselburgh on his 
very next start. 

Racing off a 61b higher mark, he 
seemed to still be in with every chance 
when he failed to take off at all four 
fences from home and suffered a heavy 
tumble. 

Off the track since then, Sir Valentino 
has clearly taken some time to get over 
that tumble but trainer Tom George's 
patience can be rewarded with a win¬ 
ning return.

BERG RELISHING 
ATTACKING ROLE 



All-rounder makes 
dream start with 
the ball to put 
injury nightmare 
behind him 


ONE of the biggest positives from 
Hampshire’s LV County 
Championship defeat against 
Sussex was the debut of Gareth 
Berg, who is relishing a new role 
with his new county. 

Playing his first Championship for 
a year, Berg finished with match fig¬ 
ures of 4-98, his best return for three 
years, by taking 3-73 and 1-25 in the 
92-run defeat against Sussex at The 
Ageas Bowl. 

Berg’s performance has given him 
renewed hope after a forgettable 2014 
that he is glad to be putting behind 
him. 

His Middlesex contract was can¬ 
celled after an injured shoulder 
became career-threatening following 


a freak infection. 

But Berg could not have started his 
Hampshire career any better than by 
taking the county’s first two wickets 
back in the first division. 

A big off-cutter accounted for Chris 
Nash with his first ball. And after 
angling the ball across the bows of 
former England man Michael Yardy, 
he had another of Sussex’s top-order 
left-handers caught behind by a div¬ 
ing Adam Wheater at the beginning 
of his second over. 

“I was very relaxed in the pre-sea- 
son games but there were definite 


nerves waiting for my chance to bowl 
coming into this one,” he said. “So 
that wicket I got first ball calmed 
everything down for me. I was hoping 
to catch the edge but it came back and 
took the bail off! Nashy and I have 
battled over the years and I seem to 
get him quite often so it was nice to 
get him again. 

“When I don’t get a wicket in my 
first five overs I start searching for it 
but that got my tail up and Yardy’s 
another one I’ve managed to get a few 
times over my career. It was nice to 
see the back of those two because 
they can be quite disruptive as a bat¬ 
ting pair.” 

After a dream first spell (6-2-6-2) 
Berg returned to bowl the dangerous 
Ajmal Shahzad before an outstanding 
diving catch by Danny Briggs at 


backward point gave him the scalp of 
Sussex captain Ed Joyce, his former 
Middlesex teammate, in the second 
innings. 

“Berg bowled really well but there 
was an opportunity for him to get one 
or two more,” said Hampshire coach 
Dale Benkenstein, who was frustrat¬ 
ed by Sussex’s recovery from 22-3 to 
444 all out. 

“We missed a bit of an opportunity 
there. With other bowlers you would¬ 
n’t have got the ball out of their hands 
after taking two for six from six 
overs. 

“He hasn’t played for a year and 
we’ve brought him back bowling five 
or six-over spells but maybe a nine- 
over spell would have had them four 
or five down. 

“But the real positive was the way

“It brings me into the game that 
little bit more and shows what sort 
of coaching we have. They want to 
play positive cricket and for us to 
attack batters which is great.” 

Benkenstein explained: “I don’t 
see any future in that (bowling 
wide outside off stump). Maybe to 
the odd batter who’s strong on the 
leg side you can do that to, but 
you’ve got to attack the stumps, 
definitely off stump or ‘fourth’ 
stump. 

“You have to make the batsmen 
make decisions, it brings more 
wicket-taking options into your 
game. I didn’t ask him to let the 
bowlers hit his off-stump though, 
which he managed to do! (Berg was 
bowled for a four-ball duck shoul¬ 
dering arms against Steve 


Magoffin in Hampshire’s first 
innings). 

“He’s been brilliant, this has been 
a huge plus for him. He’s had a 
heck of a tough year and a few 
doubts always come into your 
mind So to bowl 11 overs on the 
bounce was quite amazing.” 

Berg’s last spell in Sussex’s first 
innings (11-1-26-2) saw him com¬ 
plete 28 overs in his first two days 
of Championship cricket since last 
April, an astonishing effort when 
you consider he never bowled 
more than 29 overs in an innings 
for Middlesex. 

He bowled an aggregate of 39 
overs against Sussex, which is the 
second-biggest four-day workload 
of his career. 

“Hopefully Middlesex supporters 


will see the scorecard and see that 
I’m performing for my new club,” 
said the 34-year-old. 
“Psychologically it was nice to be 
on the teamsheet and to be playing. 
And I felt great. There are 
absolutely no problems with the 
shoulder. 

“There are a few niggles but 
that’s bound to happen being a 
year out of the game. 

“I’m pretty much 100 per cent and 
I’m hoping to be on the teamsheet 
for most games. 

“I’m at that age where I’ve played 
a bit and need to be managed well, 
but the boys have shown a lot of 
love for me. 

“It’s a great club and to have the 
opportunity to be playing cricket is 
great for me.” 


he did bowl, he looks like being a 
real asset to us.” 

Berg is already enjoying a more 
attacking role to that which he had 
at Middlesex, for whom he took 138 
Championship wickets at 32.3 
apiece in six seasons. 

“My role’s changed to what it was 
at Middlesex,” he explained. “I was 
a ‘hang-it-out-there’ bowler for the 
best part of seven years. 

“You can toil for many overs 
bowling outside off stump, drying 
the runs up and hopefully getting 
the odd reward here and there. 

“Here, they want me to hit the top 
off stump and make batters play. It 
took me two months to learn and 
train the brain and the body to go 
at off stump but I’m hitting that 
now which is good for me.

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ANDERSON AT HIS BEST 

ENGLAND seamer James 
Anderson has overtaken Sir Ian 
Botham’s all-time England wick¬ 
et taking record of 383. 

Here, the Sports Pink recalls 
five of the best performances in 
his outstanding career to date: 

NOTTINGHAM 2008, v New Zealand, 
nine for 98 (including innings career- 
best seven for 43) 

England won by an innings and nine runs 
at Trent Bridge, which, with its propensity 
to swing, has always been by far 
Anderson’s happiest hunting ground. 

He was five years and 25 matches into his 
Test career when he produced these 
benchmark figures - making such short 
work of the New Zealanders. 

He knocked over the top seven in the 
Kiwis’ first innings, with lateral movement 
from a full length, as England wrapped up 
the series 2-0. 

NOTTINGHAM 2010, v Pakistan, career- 
best match haul of 11 for 71, England 
won by 354 runs 

With no Trent Bridge Test in the Ashes 
summer of 2009, Anderson had to make 
do with Chester-le-Street to torment the 
early-season West Indies tourists. But he 
was back in the swing in Nottingham 
against Pakistan, with one of his most 
devastating displays - mopping up 11 of 
his 32 wickets at home in 2010, as the 
tourists were hustled out for 182 and then 
just 80. 

SYDNEY 2010-11, v Australia, seven for 
127, England won by an innings and 83 
runs 

Anderson’s 24 wickets were among the 
reasons England famously won in Australia 
for the first time in a generation, and in 
between whitewashes down under. 

He demonstrated a memorable mastery of 
requirements, with the Kookaburra ball 
and in conditions which previously and 
subsequently limited him. 

If he was at his most challenging on a 
cloudy first day in Melbourne, it was at the 
SCG where he and England confirmed 
their domination. 

KOLKATA 2012-13, v India, six for 127, 
England won by seven wickets 

Anderson often made the most of helpful 
conditions. But there was precious little in 
his favour at Eden Gardens, apart from 
supreme skill and will. 

He had been a bit-part player in the spin¬ 
ners’ benefit as England levelled the series 
in Mumbai - but in this third Test, he gave 
away nothing in 43.4 overs, and needed 
great patience as well as stamina to earn 
the occasional rewards from hints of 
reverse-swing as Alastair Cook’s team 
prevailed again en route to a historic 
series success. 




NOTTINGHAM 2013, v Australia, 10 for 
158, England won by 14 runs 

Back to Trent Bridge, fittingly, for perhaps 
Anderson’s defining moment. 

A titanic and tetchy opening Test, full of 
intrigue over DRS and remarkable last- 
wicket stands, also contained 55.5 overs 
from England’s pace lynchpin. 

It was with his final delivery, shortly after 
lunch on the fifth day, that he broke 
Australia at last - Brad Haddin last out 
caught behind, on review of course - as 
England scrambled a victory from which 
Australia were unable to recover all sum¬ 
mer. 

Anderson’s energy-sapping efforts took an 
inevitable toll - but he was back on his 
mettle against Sri Lanka and India last 
summer, to put himself on the brink of 
topping Botham’s tally.

ANDREW Flintoff fears Kevin 
Pietersen is “running out of fime” 
to resurrect his England career. 

Flintoff, speaking at the England 
and Wales Cricket Board’s NatWest 
T20 launch, sees a bright summer and 
lasting future ahead for “probably the 
premier tournament” in this country, 
writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

The dual Ashes-winning all-rounder 
is less convinced, however, about 
Pietersen’s prospects of forcing his 
way back into Test contention. 

Pietersen already has three Ashes 
series wins on his CV but will be 35 
before the 2015 edition begins, and 


Flintoff senses he no longer has age on 
his side. 

The controversial record-breaking 
batsman has been surplus to require¬ 
ments since being sacked 14 months 
ago after Alastair Cook’s team were 
whitewashed 5-0 in Australia. 

But the one-time Hampshire bats¬ 
man has taken heart from incoming 
ECB chairman Colin Graves’ hints 
that there may be a way back after all. 

Pietersen and his agent have both 
spoken of the “clean slate” being pre¬ 
sented to him, and he began restating 
his case by hitting 170 against MCCU 
Oxford in his first red-ball innings for 
Surrey since June 2013. 


Flintoff is concerned nonetheless 
that there is simply no vacancy for 
Pietersen. 

“He’s a fantastic player, but nobody 
just walks into any team - especially 
the England team, ‘I’m back, I’m here, 
I’m playing’,” Flintoff said. 

England have won their last three 
Tests under Cook, pre-dating a miser¬ 
able World Cup, and also had the bet¬ 
ter of the drawn first Test in the 
Caribbean this week. 

It is hard to identify anyone in their 
middle order who should step aside, 
on current form. 

“Which of them do you say ‘you’re 
not playing’ for Kevin to come in?” 


Flintoff said. 

“I just think Kevin is running out of 
time a little bit. 

“If he’d started the season last year 
with Surrey, and scored run after run 
and put himself in the position... 
whereas now I think he’s looking at 
the Ashes and he’s just running out of 
time. 

“That’s not to say he (definitely) 
won’t feature, but I can’t imagine it’s 
going to be in the near future.” 

Flintoff is enthusiastic about this 
summer’s T20 Blast, insisting it is no 
poor relation of the Indian Premier 
League - or the Big Bash, in which he 
played last winter for Brisbane Heat. 


_ 
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Flintoff said: 
“The competition 
gets stronger. It’s probably the pre¬ 
mier tournament of the domestic 
game now, with the crowds and excite¬ 
ment behind it. 

“We’re seeing that, with some of the 
players coming over - the world’s best, 
Chris Gayle, Brendon McCullum, 
(Glenn) Maxwell, (Aaron) Finch.” 

Gayle - the biggest box office bats¬ 
man in world one day cricket - will 
make his first ever appearance in the 
English t20 this summer for Somerset. 

New Zealand skipper McCullum - 
the first man to score 1,000120 interna¬ 
tional runs - will play seven games for 


holders Warwickshire. 

Maxwell, who played for Hampshire 
in both 2012 and 2014, and Australian 
World Cup winning colleague Finch 
have signed up to play for Yorkshire 
this summer. 

“I played in the Big Bash, and the 
standard was high (but) this stands up 
as a competition. 

“You turn up at Old Trafford for 
Lancashire-Yorkshire, and get 25,000 
people, then to Chelmsford where 
they’re playing in front of packed 
houses - so I don’t subscribe to that. 

“Anything in this country, we look 
at things abroad and say everything is 
far better over there. We don’t really 


focus on what we’ve got. 

“I didn’t see anything within the Big 
Bash and thought ‘this is far better 
than what we’ve got at home’.” 

Whether at 37 he will be a part of the 
Blast again, after coming out of retire¬ 
ment and so nearly helping 
Lancashire to win the tournament last 
summer, is another matter. 

“I’m not arrogant enough to think I 
can just walk into the Lancashire 
dressing-room and say ‘I’m back, I’m 
playing’,” he added. 

“The one reason I wanted to play 
(last year) is because I love it and I 
never want to look back at my life, 
when I’m older, and think ‘I wish I’d 


done that’. 

“I don’t see failing as a problem. But 
I see not having a go as a crime. 

“So I thought ‘I’m going to have a go’, 
and I certainly loved it.” 

It might come as a surprise to learn 
Flintoff has only ever played 39 t20 
matches in his career. 

The fourth of those was the first ever 
t20 international in England between 
England and Australia at Hampshire’s 
Ageas Bowl ten years ago this June. 

Three of the games were for 
Lancashire in the T20 last summer, 
while another seven were for 
Brisbane in the winter RFC Big Bash.

SIR Ian Botham gave James 
Anderson his seal of approval 
after seeing the seamer move past 
his record to become England’s 
all-time leading wicket-taker. 

Anderson induced an edge from 
West Indies captain Denesh 
Ramdin, who was caught at first 
slip by opposite number Alastair 
Cook, on the final day of the first 
Test in Antigua. 

That was Anderson’s 384th scalp 
in Test cricket on his landmark 
100th cap and saw him break 
Botham’s record which has stood 
for the last 23 years. 

The former all-rounder was 
overjoyed at the moment, stand¬ 
ing to applaud Anderson, and 
then writing on Twitter: “Great 
moment for Jimmy and his fami¬ 
ly. Congratulations you 

deserve it.... Awesome !!”

Botham saluted the 32-year-old 
as he left the field following the 
conclusion of the match, which 
ended in a draw, and in his col¬ 
umn for the Mirror, the former 
all-rounder wrote that Anderson 
is “the complete bowler”. 

“He has been a joy to watch for 
more than 12 years in an England 
shirt and I’m absolutely delighted 
for him that he has finally over¬ 
taken me to be number one on the 
Test wicket takers list out on his 
own,” said Botham. 

“Because he has been out on his 
own for years as the leader of 
England’s attack and the finest 
swing bowler of his generation. 

“He hasn’t done it the easy way, 
he has had to work hard for his 
rewards and he has had to 
improve along the way to become 
the complete bowler he is today. 

“You don’t take as many wick¬ 
ets as he has by being a one-trick 
pony who can only succeed in 
swinging or helpful conditions.”

Botham, whose record was 
equalled when Marlon Samuels 
was caught at gully earlier on 
Friday, is optimistic Anderson 
can move past 400 wickets and 
beyond to become an all-time 
great. 

“I’m glad I was here in Antigua 
to watch him do it. I’ve got a 
rather large gift for him waiting 
for him to open back at home, but 
in the meantime I’ll be sharing a 
glass with him at some point and 
having a chat about his fantastic 
achievement,” he said. 

“It has been a privilege to watch 
him up close all these years and 
commentate on a career that I 
believe still has a few more miles 
in the tank yet. I expect him to go 
past 400 now and set a record for 
the ages.” 

Bob Willis, third on England’s 
all-time list of wicket-takers with 
325 scalps, sees no reason why 
Anderson cannot aim even higher 
if he stays fit and healthy. 

“There’s nothing to stop Jimmy 
going on to take 500 Test wickets,” 
said Willis in a Sky Sports col¬ 
umn. 

“I’m sure he’ll want to do that; 
England play an awful lot of Test 
cricket and if he can keep mind 
and body together, he’s capable of 
achieving something even more 
special. 

“I can’t overestimate the scale of 
James Anderson’s achievement - 
it is truly fantastic. It’s quite 
something for a fast bowler to 
play 100 Test matches, but an 
incredible feat for Jimmy to get 
past Ian Botham’s record.” 

Anderson made his debut 
against Zimbabwe at Lord’s in 
May 2003 under Nasser Hussain, 
who was bursting with pride at 
the Lancashire bowler’s achieve¬ 
ment. 

He said Sky Sports 2: “I’m very 
proud of him. It’s an incredible 
moment really. 

“The work he’s done behind the 
scenes, the hard times he’s had, 
he’s reaping those rewards.” 

Hussain sensed from the outset 
that Anderson was a huge and 
unique talent in English cricket. 

“When I first saw him, and gave 
him that first England cap, I knew 
he was probably the most skilful 
bowler we would produce,” he 
said. 

“He had something like a young 
Pakistan bowler. He knew his 
game - it was all about swing, it 
was raw ... getting the ball down 
there, and getting wickets.” 

Another former England cap¬ 
tain Michael Vaughan believes 
Anderson is one of the best 
bowlers he has seen. 

“I got into cricket in the 80s, he’s 
the best I’ve seen in my era. I 
would put Jimmy right up there,” 
said the Yorkshireman on BBC 
Radio 5 Live. 

Former England batsman 
Geoffrey Boycott concurred, 
adding: “He’s right up there with 
the very best. Jimmy is up there, 
his performances are up there, 
that’s all I can say.” 

Former England team-mate and 
now Lancashire head coach 
Ashley Giles said: “This is a 
tremendous achievement by 
Jimmy. To maintain such a high 
level of performance over such a 
long period of time is testament to 
his hard work and dedication. 

“He is a fantastic ambassador 
for Lancashire and England and I 
am delighted for him.”

JAMES Anderson will have bittersweet 
memories of his week in Antigua, having 
become the leading Test wicket-taker in 
England’s history but failing to see them 
over the line against the West Indies. 

The hosts lost just five wickets on the 
final day of the first Test to finish 350 for 
seven, with two of those falling at 
Anderson’s hand to send him past Sir Ian 
Botham’s 23-year-old record on his 100th 
appearance. 

Anderson now stands alone at the sum¬ 
mit on 384 scalps, but he could not fully 
enjoy the moment as Jason Holder 
scored a defiant 103 not out to force the 
draw. 

The 32-year-old was able to recognise 
the significance of the milestone, not least 
when being congratulated by Botham as 
he left the field, but his competitive streak 
left him unfulfilled. 

“Taking over from an English legend is a 
proud moment for me,” he said. 

“My immediate thought was that we 
were back in the game, that we’d opened 
an end up to get a sniff of winning the 
game. 

“But when we got together as a group 
and the guys started congratulating me it 
started to sink in then, which was nice. 

“A lot of my mates were out there and 
great that my family were there too. 

“But we tried everything out there to win 
the game: different fields, cutters, reverse 
swing. 

“It’s frustrating in that respect, but I’m 
happy to have got that out of the way.” 

It was fitting that Cook was stationed at 
slip to pouch the edge that took Anderson 
past the landmark, with the pair forming a 
strong on and off-field bond over their 
years in the side together. 

“It’s not necessarily that he took the 
catch, just that he was on the field when I 
did it,” said Anderson. 

“We’ve played a lot together and it 
means a lot, to him as well as me. 

“But I wouldn’t have forgiven him if he’d 
dropped it.” 

Anderson also revealed that Botham 
had promised him a celebratory drink 
when the pair return to England next 
month. 

“I saw him as we left the field and he 
congratulated me, which was nice. He 
said something about alcohol and sharing 
a glass,” said Anderson. 

“He could have made the effort and 
brought it out here but he says he’s got a 
nice bottle waiting at home, which is real¬ 
ly kind of him.” 

Cook was downcast at the sight of a 
Test win slipping through the fingers, but 
was pleased with what his side did 
throughout the five days. 

The West Indian wickets have become 
notorious for the slow, attritional cricket 
they attract but Cook was surprised at 
just how little the deck offered in the clos¬ 
ing stages. 

“I think the whole dressing room has a 
bit of a downer on because we left every¬ 
thing on the pitch, as we had to do,” he 
said. 

“I think you could start another Test 
match again on that wicket and it would 
last another five days. It didn’t deteriorate 
at all but we came close to winning a Test 
match on it. 

“I wouldn’t swap much of what we did 
on a pretty docile wicket. 

“We threw everything at the West 
Indies, we played a pretty good Test 
match and come up just a little short. 

“It was probably a points victory but we 
go to Grenada now.”

COOK DOWNBEAT AS 
ENGLAND ARE HELD 


CAPTAIN Alastair Cook says 
England will leave Antigua with 
“a bit of a downer on” after failing 
to force victory in the first Test 
against the West Indies. 

The tourists, chasing a first away 
win since beating India in 
December 2012, were halted by a 
stubbornly unresponsive pitch at 
the Sir Vivian Richards Stadium, 
as well as a name-making century 
from all-rounder Jason Holder. 

In the end they could only 
muster five of the eight wickets 
they needed on day five as 
Holder’s unbeaten 103 steered the 
hosts to 350 for seven. 

Cook did everything in his power 
to force the issue, rotating his 
bowlers, tinkering with fields and 
leaving close catchers in place 
from first ball to last. 

But in the end he was deflated, 
with just three days before the sec¬ 
ond Test in Grenada. 

“I think the whole dressing room 
has a bit of a downer on because 
we left everything on the pitch, as 
we had to do,” he said. 

“I wouldn’t swap much of what 
we did on a pretty docile wicket, 
but credit to Holder because he 
soaked up a bit of pressure. 

“I think you could start another 
Test match again on that wicket 
and it would last another five 
days. It didn’t deteriorate at all but 
we came close to winning a Test

match on it. 

“We threw everything at the 
West Indies, we played a pretty 
good Test match and came up just 
a little short.

England are unlikely to get much 
more assistance from the deck in 
St George’s, though it could be 
more receptive to turn. 

That brings Moeen Ali into the 
equation, with the off-spinning all- 
rounder passed fit after an abdom¬ 
inal injury and linking up with the 
squad in Grenada. 

England will also be wary about 
over-burdening their seam 


bowlers in back to back Tests, but 
Cook was not ready to speculate 
on possible personnel changes. 

“It’s very tough to say without 
seeing Grenada and the wicket, 
but Mo is flying out and we’ll see 
how he is,” said Cook. 

“Obviously when you do 130 
overs in the dirt you need to see 
how the guys pull up.” 

England’s task now is find a way 
to bowl their opponents out twice 
on flat Caribbean surfaces, a ques¬ 
tion that was already occupying 
James Anderson on the day he 
became the country’s leading Test 
wicket-taker. 

“For a fifth day pitch I've not 
seen many flatter. You expect a bit 
of deterioration but there was 
nothing," said the seamer. 

“I imagine that’s what we'll get 
for the next two games too so we 
have to go away and think about 
ways to get 20 wickets in the next 
two games.” 

For all England's frustration, the 
West Indies will view the result as 
a morale boost. 

Captain Denesh Ramdin added: 
“We haven’t lost to England in 
Antigua before so it was nice to 
keep up that tradition. 

“The draw will feel good, confi¬ 
dence is up and some of our bat¬ 
ters have got good starts. 

“So we regroup, come again and 
take it all to the next game.”
